Sandino, who for more than five 
years fought against “an imperialistic 
United States foreign policy.” was 
slain last night on the outskirts of 
Managua by a group of his bitterest 
enemies, the national guard, who the 
government claimed acted “in spite

Socrates, and his two aides, Generals 
Umanzor and Estrada. 

Sandino’s father, Senor Gregorio 
Sandino, interviewed tonight at the 
presidential palace, described his ver- 
sion of the manner in which Sandino 
was killed. 

“Myself and my two sons, Cesar

erals Umanzor and Estrada and a 
chauffeur en route to the Salvatierra 
home. 

“We arrived at our destination and 
after having supper, visited with the 
president. On departing we passed 
the main gate, Campo Marte. and 
were stopped by guardsmen. Salva- 
tierra, myself and the chauffeur, were 
requested to get out of the machine. 

“The rest were driven to the east 
side of town. I am told that upon 
passing the Salvatierra home the

prehend another of my son's aides, 
General Ferreti. who was also honsed 
there. During the commotion a son- 
in-law of Salvatierra was killed. 

“I do not know whether Ferreti 
was taken or whether he escaped. 

“Sandino and the party were then 
driven southward to a barrio (village) 
called La Reynaga on the eastern 
skirts of the city. Shortly afterwards 
shots were heard and it was believed 
that my sons and their companions 
were shot and buried there.” 

Dr. Leonardo Arguello, Nicaraguan 
minister, issned a statement 
in which he said President Sacasa 
had received constant manifestations 
of lovalty from all parts of the coun- 
try “and trusts that .he can very 
quickly dominate an Abnormal situa- 
tion and restore respect to the<au- 
thorities.”

General Sandino’s last letter writ- 
ten to President Sacasa, dated Feb- 
ruary 19, was published in last nicht's 
newspapers.

Georgia Director Avers 75,- 
000 in State Forced 
From Farms. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Feb. 22—(7)— 
seventy-five thousand of the 250,000 
Georgians now unemployed are farm- 


ers who were forced to desert the soil 
for the cities, Lin nnell, 
state re-employment director, said 
here today. : 

Reduction of lands in cultivation 
by rental to the government, foreclos- 
ure of mortgages, and a shortage of 
farm credits were said by Mr. Mc- 
Connell to be the reasons for the in- 
flux of farmers into the cities. He pro- 
posed to return the farmers to their 
farms, but said that he did not in- 
tend to put the normal ciy dwellers 
on farms. McConnell suggested that 
return of the farmers to the soil be 
financed by federal credit in small 
amounts. 

The textile industry, the state re- 
employment director estimated, is 
working at a normal rate now. Farm 
labor is per cent normal, naval 
stores 70 per cent, building trades 50 
per cent, and the lumber industry 50 
per cent, he added. A big decline in 
the use of domestic servants has ag- 
gravated the unemployment situation 
among many classes of labor.

General August Cesar Sandino, one 
of the most famed and perhaps the 
most difficult individual enemy 
Uncle Sam's “Devil Dogs” have ever 
known, has met the death that passed 
him by in countless jungle battles of 
revolutionary warfare. 

This “most killed” soldier—he was 
reported “killed” a score of times— 
was a world figure for several years 
and was one of the great military 
leaders who have, by shot and sword, 
written their exploits in blood across 
the exciting pages of Latin American 
history. 

He had always said he would die 
with his “boots on, on the field of bat- 
tle,” but he did not. He was slain by 
national guardsmen about a year after 
he had made peace with his fellow 
Nicaraguans.

The wise selection of subjects 
made by Mr. Haverty and his asso- 
ciates is shown in the list of paint- 
ings of historic spots in Georgia 
and the portraits of men who have 
contributed to the political and cul- 
tural development of the state. 

These paintings will be invalu- 
able additions to the public collec- 
tions of the state. They depict 
scenes not only in the early his- 
tory of Georgia, but in later days, 
and include likenesses of such men 
as William H. Crawford, the discov- 
erer of anaesthesia; Joel Chandler 
Harris and Frank L. Stanton and 
others who have achieved world- 
wide recognition in the fields of 
science, literature and the arts. 

The paintings are of far greater 
intrinsic value to the state than 
their nominal cost under the direc- 
tion of the works of arts division 
of the CWA program. Their value 
lies doubly in the merit of the 
work and importance of the sub- 
jects chosen, , 

Credit for the splendid direction 
of this federal relief work is due 
to Mr. Haverty, who has long been 
one of the south’s outstanding art 
collectors, and J. Wilbur Kurtz, 
outstanding southern artist, under 
whose immediate direction’ the 
preparation of the paintings has 
been done. 


THE EAST DIGS OUT. 

As the people of the east, north

am 26, have a good heart, 
normal weight, sound health with 
the exception of bad teeth and 
bad tonsils. My dentist is taking 
care of my teeth. I must have 
the tonsils attended to right 
away. 

I had thought of having Dr. 
(here the lady names a_ physi- 
cian of good standing who en- 
gages in general practice but 
likes to do his own surgery, and 
that, I think stamps him as a 
desirable type of family physi- 
cian). He uses both surgery and 
diathermy. Most doctors offer 
both methods but advocate sur- 
gery, in my experience. Their 
prices are the same. Is there any 
good reason for this preference 
for the operation? I have as 
much fear of surgery as I have 
of crude diathermy by an inex- 
perienced operator. 

Now there is a sensible inquiry. 

In my experience—I_ refer to it 
with some diffidence in the presence 
of the correspondent, for I had only 
18 or 20 years of practice before I 
began to tell the world how to keep 
tolerably well and not monkey so 
much with symptoms and regulators 
and the like—I always found it a 
good scheme to wabble a bit when I 
was not certain just what we should 
do, and mention’ severa! possible 
courses we might pursue. This sort 
of stumped the patient and the de-

CHANGE WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—To all outward appear- 

ances the new deal still looks the same, but on the 
inside it is significantly different from what it was three, six or 
nine months ago, 

Its inner character has changed. 

The old group does not hang around the White House. The 
inner circle has been tightened until it seems almost non-existent. 
Its influence on policies is only now beginning to be apparent, but 
it will be more and more obvious before long. 


PROFESSORS The professorial influence is waning, for one 

thing. The brain trust has been virtually dis- 
solved. It is now a collection of one-man bands, each playing a 
different tune on his own individual piccolo. 

Professor Tugwell is still in office, but less and less in evi- 
dence around the White House. Mr. Roosevelt’s main farm con- 
sultant appears to be Agriculture. Secretary Wallace,- who works 
with but not for Tugwell. 

Professor Warren is prowling around on a silver price policy, 
but his new position seems to be that of confidential friend to 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Morgenthau, rather than that 
of money policy director. 

Professor Moley is busy running a magazine. "He slips down 
to Washington quietly about once a week, entering the White House 
through the residential door. His name does not get into the 
newspapers. He is still a leading adviser, but in an indirect sort of 
way. | 

There are dozens of other college professors still running 
arouhd town, but they are doing odd jobs. 


WIRES Treasury Secretary Morgenthau is not only the No. 1 
adviser but appears to be also Nos. 2 and 3. No one 
else sits on Mr. Roosevelt’s knee any more. 


The right-hand man, Louis Howe, is taking a rest at his home. 
He has done no advising recently and probably will not for some 
time. He was a philosopher with a sense of humor who did much 
to smooth off the rough edges around the White House. 

The way things are working out now backstage, Mr. Roose- 
velt is a rather lonely judge and jury for his cosmopolitan crew of 
workers. They come trooping in to him every few minutes of the 
day trying to get him to do this or that about the particular sub- 
ject on which they are working. They pull wires to get certain 
policies okeyed. Other workers pull wires to stop them. The 
wires frequently become entangled. 


LIBERALS That situation is illustrated by the condition of the 
liberals, 


As they approach the first anniversary of the new deal March 4, 
they note that they have virtually driven the conservatives off the 
White House lawn. Gone is Treasury Secretary Woodin. Going 
and nearly gone is George Peek. The only conservative who has 
been able to evade the liberal lawnmower is Jesse Jones. 

While in possession of the field, the liberals are unable to reap 
the fruits of their victory. They have split mildly into factions 
which are not harmonious. That is natural. To be a liberal a man 
must be an objector. When there are no conservatives to ob-— 
ject to, the liberals must object to each other. 

At any rate, all of them appear to be on the outside looking 
into the White House, rather than on the inside looking out. 


PRESSURES Their main field of activity so far has been the 

AAA, but they have not been very active lately. 
Some say it is because congress is in session and the AAA boys 
want to avoid any new policies until Mr. Roosevelt can get con- 
gress off his and their neck. 

General Johnson has been in and out of the good graces of 
the White House several times. At present he is in very, very 
good. Mr. Roosevelt trusts him implicitly. As one of his friends 
said recently: “If Johnson is not sincere, he is the best actor who 
ever inhabited the earth.” 

He and Mr. Roosevelt apparently have not decided what they are 
going to do with the NRA. That is why the two big meetings are 
to be held here shortly. They wisely set the “field day for criti- 
cism’’ before the assembly. of businessmen, so they will find out 
how far they dare to go. 

Johnson has given businessmen good representation in the 
NRA and keeps a halter on the few liberals there. It is strictly a 
Johnson outfit, being neither liberal nor conservative. 


APPEARANCES All these new dealers have been working much 

too hard within the past year. From the 
White House on down they are getting just a little touchy, and 
impatient about small things. : 

Mr. Roosevelt looks well. At least his smiling, pleasant mask 
has not cracked. Yet those who see him intermittently at 60 and 
90-day periods have noticed that his tremendous labors of the past 
year have aged him. Look at a photograph of him at the inaugu- 
ration and compare it with his latest; you will see the difference.

On retail food prices, we have reached 66 per cent of normal. 

On farm prices, we are at 60 per cent but we were as high as 76 
last July and as low as 49 last March. Some of the prices now being 
obtained, as on cotton, hogs and butter, are the best in three years for 
this time of year. But on many items there is still a ‘ong distance to ga. 

On bonds, which have reached 92 per cent of the 1926 level, and 
on stocks, which are at abeut 80 per cent of that ebjective, the de- 
valuation theory naturally has been very effective. Securities are a 
means of measuring value and they run rather close to gold. 

Some of these classitications, such as retail food prices, reflect little 
change since last October and there has been a barely perceptible change 
in all commodities if averaged together and measured as a group. 

The increase in farm prices has been attributed in part to the de- 
mand of foreign countries. Domestic demand, of course, would be 
due to increased purchasing power inside this country, but apparently 
there is not enough of it yet to enlarge consumption. In fact, in some 
instances the increased prices have resulted in better dollar volume but 
curtailed consumption. 

One of the arguments advanced by the president in pointing out that 
it is not necessary to go all the way up to the 1926 level is that dimin- 
ished costs may make it possible for some producers to be content with 
moderately increased prices, and certainly not as high as 1926. « 

The big factor, of course, is the general cost of living. It has not 
gone up very much as yet. It did turn up in Jandary three-tenths of 
i per cent, after having declined during the preceding two months. 

Many of the economists im the government argue that dollar de- 
valuation has acted as a stabilizer and that it has stopped deflation, while 
at the same time it may act at the proper moment as a preventive of 
inflation. Government extension of credit has enabled producers to hold 
for better prices and hence what is known as orderly marketing mav 
eliminate some of the speculative profits that existed before. 

The important thing to watch is the tendency of paper money to 
cause a sudden increase in the price level, irrespective of natural forces 
that operate slowly to improve price. A runaway price rise would be 
dangerous. It has heen brought about in other countries by unbal- 
anced budgets and overspending. At the moment there is no sign that 
the public is aware of the perils of overspending and hence confidence 
is not disturbed. Monetary problems are, however, very much the 
concern of those who own stocks and bonds; hence what is called the 
inflationary influence has revealed itself to a pronounced degree in the 
high prices of stocks and bonds ever since the devaluation of the dollar 
was announced. 

Fears of. a credit inflation based upon the immense gold base now 
available on the revalued set-up are very much discussed, but the feeling 
in administration quarters is that deflationary or counter-balancing moves 
are available whenever the situation gets out of hand. The difficulty is 
that political administrations diflike to cause falling prices, for inevita- 
bly this means loss to those who have reached too high a point. The 
federal reserve board’s various attempts at deflation have never been 
forgiven by members of congress from regions affected. 

It’s not so hard when prices are going up to use governmental in- 
fluence but it’s next to impossible for any elected officer of a govern- 
ment to advocate bringing a producer’s price down, especially when said 
producers are as numerous as, for instance, agriculturists. 

So for the moment the situation is moving satisfactorily. There 
are no symptoms of panic or skyrocketing prices, though this should 
not be taken to mean they cannot put in their appearance. For in 
Germany the process that led to a vanishing value for paper money de- 
veloped over a period of years, and during the era of government bor- 
rowing and spending all was serene. In England the present era of 
progress dates from the day government borrowing ended and the budget 


was balanced. Great Britain has a surplus today and is not a borrower.

RACE BETTING MOVE 
DEFEATED IN VIRGINIA 


South Carolinans Propose 
Sales Tax To Bolster 
School Finances. 


By the Associated Press. 

The Virginia legislature Thursday 
refused to sanction horse racing and 
yari-mutuel betting and discovered 
500,000 in overlooked reveaue as the 
South Carolina general assembly 
heard a proposed selective sales tax 
to pay teachers and extend the school 
term two months. 

The ‘horse racing bill in Virginia 
failed of passage in the house by 
one vote, but remained on the calen- 
dar on a motion to reconsider. Argu- 
ments Thursday were directed at gam- 
bling from a moral standpoint rather 
than on the constitutional question 
debated Wednesda... 

The new revenue was found in the 
shape of liquor taxes expected from 
March? 15 until June 30. Tne budget 
had expected liquor revenues only aft- 
er July but speedy action by the legis- 
lators has made possible legal liquor 
by the middle of March. 

The South Carolina sales. tax pro- 
posal was presented in the senate and 
tax commission experts have been 
asked to draft a measure that would 
tax the sale of silks, rayon and high- 
priced garments, the money to go to 
the schools. 

The proposal was made after a 
number of senators had urged a gen- 
fral sales tax to ease the property tax 
burden, 

Pushing through its legislative pro- 
gram, the Mississippi house approved 
a substitute beer bill and the senate 
passed the public works highway loan 
me sure. The former will go to Goy- 
ernor Sennett Conner today. 

Meanwhile, Illinois legislators 
launched a move for the creation of 
a commission to stndg¢ the possibility 
of establishing a separate city-state of 
Chicago.

Beat with a Dover beater continuous- 
ly for seven minutes by the clock. 
But a better test is the ability of the 
icing to stand in peaks. Another test 
is the hearing of a first suspicion of 
a grainy sound. Remove the upper 
part of boiler from fire, add 1-2 tea- 
spoon vanilla to the icing. Beat again 
and then spread on the eake and also 
between the layers.

ATTEMPTED KIDNAPER 
HANGS SELF IN CELL 

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—(/)—Charles 
W. Mayo, the amateur kidnaper who 
bungled his first plot, chose his own 
road to death today rather than risk 
the state’s way with kidnapers. 

Author of the perforated trunk ab- 
duction plot against Emanuel Philip 
Adler, Davenport, Iowa, banker and 
publisher, Mayo hanged himself to the 
bars of his basement cell in a Chica- 
go police station an hour after the 
man he named as his partner in the 
crime was trapped. 

In little more than 24 hours after 
the 61-year-old Iowa man had been 
clubbed in a fifth-floor corridor of the 
Morrison hotel, his two assailants had 
been captured, their confessions an- 
nounced by the state’s attorney, both 
were identified and one was dead. 

Still unaware of his confederate’s 
self-destruction, John Lacy had cor- 
roborated fully the confession of Mayo 
and was held by the state’s attorney 
to face probable charges of attempted 
kidnaping and assault. He will be 
arraigned on these charges Monday, 
Sergeant Thomas Kelly announced. 

The $200,000 grab by the abductors 
of Edward Bremer, of St. Paul, re- 
cently had been the inspiration of this 
bizarre conspiracy to trundle Adler 
away in a trunk. 

Third to End Life. 

But, the plans gone all awry, Mayo 
took Sankey and Sharkey for his ex- 
amples. 

Willie Sharkey, waiting trial for the 
John Factor kidnaning plot, hanged 
himself in jail at St. Paul. 

Verne Sankey, facing a lifetime in 
prison for the Charles Boettcher Ill 
abduction, hanged himself in a Sioux 
Falls cell. 

Charles Mayo staved off as long as 
he could an admission of the kidnap 
plan against Adler. He dreaded the 
electric chair. Nervous, fearful, he 
broke down at last and told his story 
of camping with Lacy for days on 
the trail of the Davenport publisher, 
of the audacious scheme to pack his 
senseless, trussed-up body off to a 
South Side apartment to be held for 
$40,000 ransom. ; 

At 10 o’clock this morning states 
attorney’s police nabbed Lacy, abed 
and registered in his own name, J. 
Lacy, at a South Side hotel. 

An hour later they sent for Mayo. 

The jailer found him dangling from 
the bara of his cell. With all the 
precautions the police had taken to 
remove his belt and necktie and

A moment after a turnkey handed 
him a cup of coffee, finished his 
rounds and disappeared, Mayo climbed 
up the door of his cell, knotted the 
scarf carefully about his neck and 
the upper bars, and jumped off the 
wooden cot.

David Swesnik, a South State 
street pawnbroker, examined the five- 
foot trunk found in Room 538 of the 
Morrison hotel, next door to that oc- 
cupied by Adler. He recalled having 
sold it Tuesday to two men, who paid 
$7 cash and traded in an old suit. 

Swesnik looked at Lacy.

PROBED BY SOLONS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—(#)— 
Testimony that the war department 
granted at least two airplane contracts 
after its official legal advisor, the 
judge advocate general, held them un- 
lawful, is being studied by a house 
military affairs subcommittee. 

To determine the truth the com- 
mittee has asked for all records in- 
volving airplane purchases since 1926. 

This became known today as an- 
other committee—a house naval sub- 
committee—decided to speed up its 
investigation of airplane company 
profits and hear a former secretary 
of the navy and two assistant secre- 
taries immediately. 

Chairman Delaney, democrat, New 
York, of the naval committee, sent a 
rush invitation to Charles Francis 
Adams, navy secretary from 1929 to 
1930, to appear Saturday. Tomorrow 
David S. Ingalls, Adams’ assistant in 
charge of aeronautics from 1929 to 
1932, will be heard. Monday Edward 
P. Warner, who held the same post 
from 1926 to 1929, will testify. 

It had been planned to hear these 
men next week but the schedule was 
moved up after Delaney’s committee 
was told that Adams, on November 
30, 1933, held 500 shares of stock in 
the Douglas Aircraft Company, a 
concern which did business with the 
navy while Adams was secretary. 

Adams denied he owned the stock, 
while another Massachusetts Charles 
Francis Adams, a businessman, told 
reporters he probably was the man 
the committee had in mind. 

Delaney, however, said the former 
secretary had not. protested to him, 
and that the denial would be left to 
Adams himself Saturday.
